Neither the admiralty nor the In- 


dividual naval officers at home have 
any information 
regarding

expressed doubts ot its accuracy.

'eastward. A.small but Important de- 
tachment has left St. Petersburg to 
join Gen. Linevitch's army. 


Battle Below Formosa. 


Amoy, China, May IS,—It is believed 


that part of the Japanese fleet is tak- 
ing up a position below. Formosa and 
that Admiral Togo has planned to 
fight the Russians south of Formosa. 
The Japanese got orders from this vi- 
cinity at night time..'The state, of 
martial law first, declared at Tamsul, 
island of Formosa, and subsequently 
"made general throughout the island, 
has been followed by the appointment 
of a military executive.'and the mov- 
ing of the women 'and children from 
the Pescadore islands to Formosa. 


Plague at Harbin. 


London..May IS.—According to the

Telegraph', a^ severe epidemic of the 
plague has broke.a out at Harbin and 
the deaths resulting therefrom aver- 
age 300 daily. 


POLAND WILL BENEFIT

In nine of the western governments 
of Russia and gives the Poles greater 
freedom for acquiring farming lands 
and purchasing landed properties and 
industrial promises and permission to 
introduce the Polls!! and Lithuanian 
languages hi tho primary and second- 
ary 'schools where the majority of the 
inhabitants are non-Russian. 


Almost at one sweep the whole bur- 


den of the vexatious restrictive laws 
•In Poland and the Baltic provinces 
have been removed, and 
the 
privi- 


leges for which the natives have been 
fighting for years are restored, the 
assemblies of the Polish nobles are 
re-established, and all the harsh ad- 
ministrative measures introduced at 
the time of the policy of reaction and 
russiflcation 
are 
abolished, 
unless 


later for purposes of state they re- 
ceive imperial sanction. 


Peasants May Buy Lands. 


' As a natural sequence of freedom 
of religion the oppressive prohibition 
of tho purchase of land by Roman 
Catholic peasants is abolished. In ef- 
fect the measures sanctioned amount 
to an entire reversal ot Russian policy 
in ancient Poland 
and 
the Baltic 


provinces. 


In Poland by confining the land 


holding to persons of Polish extrac-

ly directed the formulation of the uec- 
esary regulations and laws'within six 
months. 


Minister Is Retired. 


Minister of Agriculture Yermoloff 


has resigned and lias been appointed a 
member of the council of the empire, 
which is equivalent to his retirement 
from active public life. 
M. Yermoloff 


was regarded as one of the-most lib- 
eral of the emperor's ministers, hav- 
ing been an outspoken and consistent 
advocate of a- parliament. 
He also 


held advanced Ideas on the subject 6( 
colonization, having urged the adop- 
tion o!' the American homestead sys- 
tem in his new project for leasing the 
'state domains of Russia to the peas- 
ants. To this policy is attributed his 
downfall. 


The committee of ' ministers has 


gone no further with the Jewish ques- 
tion than to grant freedom o£ resi- 
dence to the artisan class. The ques- 
tion in its entirety is of such great im- 
portance that it has' been decided to 
refer It to the coming genera! assem- 
bly. This practically is a decision to 
defer it to the will of the representa- 
tives of the people, being the first pub- 
lic recognition that the government 
intends to be euided by its action.

Samuel Gompers Seems To Be Bringing About 


A Peaceful Solution Of Trouble, 


ARBITRATION NOW AGREED UPON 


Team Owners And Teamster.* Select Representatives To 


Decide Questions Of Considerable 


Importance.

The arbitration of the questions in 
dispute between the teamsters ami 
the team owners has been agreed 
upon, which is the first tangible re- 
sult so far gained by the peace ad- 
vocates In the big strike. The team- 
sters and team owners meet today 
to appoint delegates to form a board 
which will arbitrate the question of i 
making deliveries to the boycotted | 
houses. 


Gompers Actlive 


President Gompers this 
morning 


held a conference 
with 
President. 


Shea of the Teamsters' union and B. 
P. Shanley of the state board of arbi- 
tration, at which was discussed a 
general plan for arbitration. 
Later 


in the day Gompers will meet with 
Attorney Mayer, who represents the 
employers, to try and find some com- 
mon ground .for a settlement of the 
general strike issue. Gompers leaves 
for Dayton, Ohio, this evening. 


General Conference 


A conference of all concerned in 


the strike except the labor faction 
was held this morning in Attorney 
Mayer's office.' 
Out .of this meeting 


Is expected to grow 
some 
definite 


plan which will be laid before Gom- 
pers ' this afternoon. The hearing in 
the Injunctional suits before Master 
•qf Chancery 'Sherman was postponed 
today owing to the absence of the 
attorneys at the peace conference. 


Shea Defiant 


Cornelius Shea, president 
of 
the- 


Teamsters' union, was -called'' as. a 
witness before Master of Chancery 
Sherman today and took advantage 
of his privilege to refuse to answer 
all questions -concerning his connec- 
tion with the strike. 
He declined to 


answer all the leading questions on1 
the ground it might incriminate him. 
In an interview Shea said .the strik- 
ers would not agree to any ruling by 
the board of arbitration which 
re- 


quires them to deliver goods to the 
boycotted firms. 
This statement is 


regarded as another stumbling-block 
In the path of an amicable adjust- 
ment of the strike. A hundred more 
strike-breakers arrived in Chicago to- 
day.-

Discuss Cause of Strike. 


Mr. "Gompers and .George W. Per- 


kins met. Levy Mayer and Clarence 
S. Darrow at the Chicago Athletic 
club last night by appointment and 
discussed numerous phases of 
the 


strike. 
The conference lasted until 


midnight, and at its close Mr. Gom- 
pers said that nothing definite had 
been accomplished, but that another 
conference would be held to-day. 


"We simply discussed: the causes 


leading up to the present industrial 
conflict," said Mr. Gompers, "but no 
terms of settlement were spoken of. 
It was simply a preliminary confer- 
ence, I cannot say whether I expect 
results when we meet again or not. I 
am hopeful that some way out of the 
difficulty will be found. 
About the 


situation with the team owners I 
know nothing, as I have not s consid- 
ered that phase of the question." 


A conference will be held between 


Attorney Levy Mayer and the alder- 
manic committee, which will be the 
first direct negotiations with the big 
employers that have been held in two 
weeks. 
The team owners, however, 


hold the key to the situation, and it 
Is from that source that peace is ex- 
pected to come. 


Shea Acti With Gompert. 


President Shea pretended not to. be 


In sympathy with Uie peace moves be- 
ing made by Mr. Gompers, but it is 
said there Is an understanding be- 
tween them. To a group of reporters 
President Shea said that Mr. Gompers

Mr. Gom- 
pers impressed me as a matt who was 
trying to thoroughly acquaint himself 
with the situation, and I gave him all 
the information I could." 


Introduced by Mutual Friend. 


The 
conference 
between 
Mayor 


Dunne and Mr. Gompers was brought 
about through William Bowes, a com- 
mission merchant and an old friend of 
Mr. Gompers." George W. Perkins, 
president of the Cigarmakers' Inter- 
national union, also a close personal 
friend of Mr. Gompers, accompanied 
him to the mayor's office. . 


After the conference with the mayor 


Mr. Gompers said that he had been 
asked to prevent a spread: of the 
strike. 
"I told him that I 'had no 


power to do anything of the-kind," 
said the national 'labor leader, "that 
I could only advise under such cir- 
cumstances. 
I'told him I,would do all 


I could to.bring about_an.honorable 
settlement, but that'I. could not prom- 
ise to bring.about.peace..- I promised 
to be helpful In any way I could." 


On his interview with -Alderman 


Dever and- his committee -Mr.- Gompera' 
was noncommittal except to'say"that 
h'e was anxious to co-operate' with any 
agency that promised to bring about 
peace In the struggle, which is haying 
such a serious'effect on-the bun In ens 
interests of the city. 


Thinki Peace Near. 


Alderman D.ever said he was well 


satisfied with the results of the day's 
work, although stating that he had 
nothing-, definite to give; out. 
Alder- 


man Di^on, a member of the council 
committee and a . team, owner, was 
jubilant over the outlook. He said he 
believed, that deliveries to strike af- 
fected -houses woiild -begin- at once, 
which would .end more1 than half of 
the difficulty.

The^ employers against whom the 


strike was originally, called are the 
least concerned about the peace Ne- 
gotiations so far as surface appear- 
ances Indicate. .They continued the 
Importation of non-union .drivers and 
increased the number of wagons on 
the streets. They have taken no offi- 
cial notice of the presence of Mr. 
Gompers on the strike scene and say 
that if the civil authorities' preserve 
the peace they wiH attend to the set- 
tling of the strike ii> their own way.. 


May Take Old Placet. 


While apparently firm in their orig- 


inal plan, the employers do not deny 
that they will reinstate most of their 
old men, provided the strike is called 
off. One of the largest employers in 
the wholesale grocery trade declared 
that he was not in sympathy with any 
move to place the old1-drivers, on a 
blacklist or refuse -to take- them back. 


"We have nothing -against our. old 


men," said this merchant, 
"In fact, 


we are anxious to get them back. The 
men responded to the strike order be- 
cause they could not help themselves. 
They are like soldiers in, an army and 
must do what their officers . order. 
With perhaps one. or two exceptions 
our firm will take back all our old 
men. but we will not make that a con- 
dition to calling the strike off. We 
will not give in on that'point. 
The 


strike must be called off first, and as 
soon as it Is the men will find they 
can come hack and no questions will 
be asked them whether they are wear- 
ing union buttons or not.

• How Estimate Is Made 


The present government 
estimate 


should not be taken as in any sense 
strictly accurate. The census bureau 
does not pretend that it is anything 
morcitlian a guess based on the trend 
of growth of the various cities. There 
is no provision for taking a census of 
the various cities between the decen- 
nial periods, but the law requires ^lu 
census bureau to make an estimate, 
or guess, of the population of certain 
cities ot the larger class during the 
"off years." 


The Rules 


The rule by which the census bur- 


eau- obtains its estimates is so simple 
that anyone can apply it with a little 
figuring. No agents arc sent out and 
no statistics arc collected. The bur- 
eau learns from its statistical tables, 
based on the censuses of 3S90 and 
1900 what the population oC a certain 
city was in those days. 
By a little 


computation it finds what the increase 
or decrease of population was durin 
those ten years. This increase or de- 
crease is divided by ten and in this 
way is found the average annual in- 
crease or decrease. This average an 
iiual, increase, or decrease is added to 
or .substractcd from, as the case may 
be,vtho census.- bureau's -estimate of 
the population of that city for 3904 
and this gives the bureau's estimate 
of- the population of the city for 1905.

the hue General Henry W. 


Sloeum, "was performed by a soldier 
In the ranks. It was at Eentonville. 
N. C., the last battle .of Shorman's 
ni-i'ny, fought on the 10th of March. 
1805. 


"On the march through the Cnrollnas 


fivim Savannah toward Goldsboro I 
commanded the left wing of Sherman's 
iirmy and General Howard the right. 
We traveled upon roads many miles 
jipurt. That was the stage of the great 
march which was to unite the army of 
the west with that of the east In front 
of Richmond. That union of the forces 
once effected the Confederacy would be 
doomed. On the 15th of March we 
brushed General Hardee's Confederates 
out of Averysboro after a lively skir- 
mish, and Sherman was of the opinion 
that Hardee would not sto[; again until 
he reached Kalelgh. 


"Directing me to reach the Xeuse riv- 


er the following day, Sherman left me 
on the morning of the 19th to join 
Howard. At that moment there were 
some skirmishing and liyht cannotmil- 
ing' on my front, bat Sherman thought 
it trivial, for he said that 1 had nothing 
to oppose me but a little cavalry. The 
Confederate 
skirmishers soon 
gave 


way, and I sent an aid to ride after 
Sherman and tell him that I .should not 
uoeil assistance, but would be at the 
Neuse river on time. 


"J-ust about that time one of my offi- 


cers brought before me a. young man 
dressed !n Confederate gray. He was 
hazard and sickly looking, the reason 
for which was soon made known. He 
ha<l been very anxious to see me, and 
after much- begging on his part his 
guardians had gratified him. In au- 
sww to my qucstlous he said he had 
originally been In the Federal army; 
that while on a scouting expedition he 
had been captured and narrowly miss- 
ed summary death as a spy. To save 
his life, or at least escape the horrors 
of a prison dungeon, he had enlisted in 
the Confederate service with the inten- _ 
tiou of deserting to his own at the first; j 
chance. 


"I had met such characters before 


urn! was skeptical. He told me that he- 
had eullsted at Syracuse, N. Y.. and 
had been In the service all through the 
war. 
I was a resident of Syracuse 


myself, but did not recognize the inun. 
However, Major William O. Tracy of 
my staff came up and saw in the 'gal- 
vanized Yanlc' n soldier who had eu-1 
listed with him in the Third New York j 
volunteers in 1SS1. 
His name was 


John T. Williams. Having established 
confidence, Williams said, 'There is a 
very large Confederate force Immedi- 
ately in your front, all under command 
of General Joe Johnston.' 
: He added 


that Johnston had made a speech to 
his army that morning, and the officers 
had told the meu that It was 'old Joe's' 
intention to smash my column before 
support could reach it and then go for 
Howard's. 


"Of course ,1 was sorry I had sent the 


messiagc to Sherman stating that I 
needed no help and remedied the blun- 
der at once by sending a second mes- 
sage. This was carried by a boy mem- 
ber of my staff, Lieutenant Joseph B. 
Korakcr. As Ue started off I said to 
him. 
'Hide well to the right and don't 


lot the enemy ,:et you, and, above all, 
don't spare horseflesh.' 
He rode like 


1'aul Uevere on his famous gallop t'ro'fn 
Huston to Lexington and njached Sher- 
n::'.i)'s camp Just' at sundown. Sher- 
man immediately started a column to 
my aid, 


"Lieutenant Foraker had scarcely 


got out of sight of my camp when the 
Confederates advanced 
with 
territlc 


• force and drove buck my leading di- 


vision. Johnston had n:ider him that 
day tl.e best lighting army of Con- 
federates In the field at that time. Gen- 
eral Hardee's division-' had been in 
front of us at Savannah and all the 
u-ay through the Caroliuas, but there 
had been no fierce lighting. So it was 
fresh. 
General Bragg had brought 


-down I-loke's splendid division of vet- 
erans from tho Army of Northern Vir- 
ginia. 
These 
troops 
liad 
left 
the 


, trenches at Petersburg the December 


previous and had beeu lying idle at 
Wilmington, and' they were fresh. 


"There was also a division under 


General A. P. Stewart from Hood's old 
Tennessee command, men who had a 
good share 01' pluck left or they would 
not have made their way from Louisi- 
ana to tho coast in search of more 
fighting. 
Besides that, there was a 


splendid body of cavalry under Gen- 
eral Wade Hampton, comprising Gen- 
eral Joe Wheeler's corps and the di- 
vision of General M. C, Butler, that had 
fought under Jeb Stuart and Hamp- 
ton In Virginia. The force was about 
20.000 men. They fought like au army of 
•10,000, for their leaders had tilled them 
with the hope that Sherman would be 
given a crushing blow If they destroyed 
mo there at Bentonvllle. 


"The battle took place in a dense 


thicket, which was very favorable t-: 
me, for It offered cover to my troops 
and enabled them to throw up hasty 
breastworks out of view of tho enemy. 
Johnston's guns were well served, and 


tlie '/.".IOT of his soldiers In charging 
my lines would have cu'jilted for mure 
had nis columns not been' broken in 
passing through the thicket. As it was, 
they charged again and again until a 
late hour. When night came on I hud 
my army well in hand and hitruiiched. 
Still 1 had a strong foe in my front 
and could not keep my engagement to 
meet Sherman on the. Neuso river next 
day. The fierceness of the battle con- 
firmed the story of the .deserter Wil- 
liams that the enemy.had made every 
preparation to smash me, and. while 
I might have ignored tho warning and 
attempted to cut my way through, 1 
thought It was a time when I could 
afford to be too slow rather than too 
fast and not risk another Ball's Bluff 
disaster. 
/ 


"The idea is generally accepted that 


the march of Sherman through the 
Carolina?) at that time, threatening to 
fi.uiie up in the rear of Lee's army 
along the James and catch it between 
two fhvs, decided the Issue between 
Leo and Grant and led to the surrender 
at Appomattqx. That view of tho case 
•makes it plain that a blow like the one 
Johnston would have beeu able to 
strike had I uot been warned of his 
presence and continued my march with 
tho columns strung out would have 
been a terrible disaster just at that 
time. 


"Williams was the hero of that cri- 


sis, and he took his life In his hands In 
more respects than one when he set 
out from tho Confederate camps to 
warn me of my danger. There was fir- 
ing going on between the Confederate 
skirmishers and ours, so that a man 
risked his life passing between the 
lines. 
Besides, if discovered by tho 


southern ' people while getting away 
they would shoot him do\yn, and the 
northerners would do tho same unless 
they understood ..his signals. 
It was 


most fortunate for Williams as well as 
•for my army and the cause that ho 
happened to ruu right luto the arms 
of an old fellow soldier, so that the 
Identification of hiuY and acceptance 
of his'story did uot take five minutes. 
For his own safety he might bolter 
have waited until the battle wa? on 
before attempting to rejoin his old 
friends, i'f that was his sole object. 
It 


would have been an easy matter then, 
but he was true to the flag and his

former calling of scout. Having learn- 
ed vital news for the Federal com- 
mander, lie risked his life to carry it 
to the opposing camp. 


"The dispatching of Foraker to Sher- 


man for help was the next act in the 
drama, and after a night march Sher- 
man ctunt* up with Logan's corps and 
Joined me on the battlefield at Bonton- 
ville the morning of March 20. 
As 


soon as he arrived \ve developed the 
enemy's lines and found them very 
stroujr, as Williams reported, but when 
we bejran to push things Johnston dis- 
covered that he was just ajday too late, 
for Sherman's army was united. 
He 


then retreated hastily toward Raleigh." 


Two days later Lee attempted to 


break Grant's hold on Petersburg by a 
night sortie. lie failed and attempted 
to back off anfl march south to meet 
Johnston. 
That plan Sheridan foiled 


ftt Five Forks on April 1. So tho game 
was up for the southern Confederacy. 


Williams' name does uot appear on 


the list of winners of medals of honor. 
He was in the service all through the 
war, having re-enlisted at the expira- 
tion of his first term. Ho returned to 
Syracuse to engage In business, in 
which he met with varying fortunes.

FATE BRAVELY. 


Alighting Unwounded from Shattered 


Carriage, Monarch Was Torn to 
Pieces by Bomb—Career of Sophia 
Peroffsky. 


Alexander II. freed the 
Russia* 


serfs in 1SG1. andi this act. giving par 
tial liberty to 23,000,000 slaves, pluced 
an aureole around his head. He was 
then, indeed, the-"little father" in the 
eyes of his people. 


Yet the spirit of reform -did not con- 


tinue to dominate the c/.ar. 
There 


were two men. in him; oce could free 
slaves, but the other, Jealous 'of the 


autocratic powers of the throne, could, 
and did, hang free men whom he con- 
ceived to be enemies of absolutism. 


Thus it transpired that while the 


r.oblos sent tho czar petitions for a 
political constitution, in 18U1 and for 
a house of representatives in 3SG5 the 
people's discontent developed to the 
point of making bombs and plotting 
against tho life of the czar. 


The first attempt to assassinate 


Alexander II. was made April 3G, 1SC(J. 
Another attempt was made .June 6, 
ISO". 
Both tho would-be assassins 


were hanged, but this or.ly gave im- 
petus to the great wave of nihilism 
and revolution forming in the Russian 
capital. 


On August 10, 1S78, the chief of 


police of St. Petersburg was assassi- 
nated In the street. On April ] 7 3S79, 
Prince Krapotk;::e. governor was as- 
sassinated at Kharkoff. 


Martial law was proclaimed in tho 


provinces of St. Petersburg, Moscow, 
Kief, Odessa and Warsaw. 
The king- 


dom1 was aflame and only the strong- 
est measures kept th<; people in check. 


Nihilists were tried and- sentence of 


death executed on them in all tho 
provinces. 
Hundreds were banished 


Yet revolutionary newspapers circu- 
lated find assassinations continued to 
be attempted. It was a stalo of' war 
with the people arrayed against the 
hereditary ruling classes. 


Warnings of Death. 


In tbe winter, of 1870-SO a reign of 


terror existed in St. Petersburg. 
The 


czar received frequent nihilist warn- 
ings that his end was near. But ho 
was courageous and a fatalist. 
Ho 


decided to take his 
chances 
with 


death and after the death of the em- 
press ho resumed his old habit o£ 
riding abroad attended only by a few 
Cossacks. 


This gave the revolutionists an op- 


portunity they were ready to improve. 
Their preparations for tho final at- 
tempt were carried out with great' 
elaboration. 
All the streets within a 


certain radius through which the em- 
peror would pass on the day chosen, 
March 13, 1881, were assigned to the 
various members of the party. Numer- 
ous "volunteers" were posted, to fol- 
low the movements of the czar as he 
returned to the palace in his carriage 
after viewing a Sunday parade at the 
St. Michael riding school. 


In one street, through which it was 


thought he might pass, a mine had 
been placed, after months of patient 
tunneling from .a shop, hirodi for the 
purpose, and maintained for a,blind 
as a choose shop. In this mire was 
enough high explosives to blow up the 
street for fully 100 feet, when the 
wires connected, with it should be 
touched.

sins tools their posts.

the assassination wore described; 13 
follows in a contemporary account: 


"His majesty, .sealed in a closed car- 


riage with his brother, the Grand 
Duke Michael, drove along the canal 
toward1,tlit! ual.fu 


The carriage w"-!"'accompanied "by" in 
officer of police, Col. Dvorjetsky. In a 
sledge, and an escort of six mounted 
Cossacks, -i. 


"As the carriage drew near the Ko- 


jushni 
bridge, 
which 
crosses 
tbe 


Catherine car.al, an explosive bomb- 
she'.l was thrown at it by some per- 
son lurking behind the railing of the 
Michael palace garden. Ii fell not ex- 
actly beneath the carriage, but close 
behind it,- and the explosion blew off 
the baclc part of the carriage, which 
was lined with steel, and did not harm 
the emperor, who alighted immediate- 
ly. 


How the Czar Died. 


"The officer of the guard rushed up 


to him. and forgetting the customary 
form of address,'''exclaimed, 'Are you 
hurt, sir?' 'No,'thank God, I am not.' 
replied the emperor, 'but I must look 
after the injured.' 


-"All this had occurred perhaps In 


two minutes. The emperor was about, 
to proceed on To'o't.'and liad walked a 
few paces when" another young man 
approached him;1 and, raising a bomb- 
shell in the air, flung it with all hla 
iorue at the feet of the emperor, who 
was in the very act of making the 
sign of the cross. 


"An explosion followed which threw 


all the bystanders off their feet. • A3 
the smoke cleared awny the emperor 
was seen lying in a pool of blood, hia 
legs shattered and his clothing in 
shreds. The assassin lay near him, 
mortally wounded. The emperor, who 
was quite conscious, was lifted to a 
sledge, and removed to the winter- 
palace. Here both legs were ampu- 
tated, but his life could not be saved. 
He rallied to receive the sacrament, 
and at 3:30 breathed his last." 


The assassin, named Eikinoif, died 


In eight hours. The man who threw 
the first bomb was ReesakoiT, an en- 
gineer student.''He was but 19 years 
o^d. The bombs used were of glass, 
filled with nitro glycerin. They were 
manufactured'by one of the conspira- 
tors, known to his associates as "Tho 


• burg' a.**, resumed'.her latiors. 


She was the brains and will of tho 


platters, and it was due to her skill 
in planning the1 campaign that the.fin- 
al attack on the czar was successful. 


At the time Sophie Peroffsky, by 


reason of her sex and gentle birth, 
was the person of chief interest. She 
hold her peace, ant] carried herself us 
one ready to file for principle. All six 
prisoners, were condemned to death, 
but in'the case of the other waman- 
execu:,ioir. was deferred, as she was 
with child. 


On April 9, 1SS1, Sophie Peroffsky 


wont to the scaffold 
with her four 


male accomplices. On her last night 
she had written her mother not to 
waste time in assuaging the .wrath of 
her father, for what she had done he 
would never forgive. 


Before the rope wa~ placed around 


her.neck the young woman 
kissed 


each of her associates In death. 
She 


then kissed- tho cross reverently as it 
was held to her lips by a priest. Her 
manner was firm. her. cheeks flushed, 
and she held her head, .high, even 
when the Mac 
»hcr face. 
She 


; hood was drawn over 
seemed nor. to feel the 


obloquy evon of the black board fast- 
ened across her . breast, bearing in 
white the words. "Assassin of . Ihe 
czar." She WP.S the third of the five 
to die, mounting a stool which had 
already served the same purpose foi 
two of her comparisons.

A Fair Assassin. 


Sophie Peroffsky was 27, a gentle- 


woman of high family, the daughter of 
a former governor of St. Petersburg, 
and r.iece of an officer of the imperial 
court. 
She was well educated, having 


followed the higher women's course at 
tho Gymnasium, d'r girls' high school, 
in St. Petersburg in 1SC9. 


"in the year following, having im- 


bibed the idea of advocating liberty, 
she left her home to become a "teach- 
er of the people." 
In 1S72 she joined 


tho revolutionists. She was several 
limes arrested and condemned 
for 


propagandlsm of revolutionary ideas. 
In 1S7S she was sent into exile, but 
escaping., sjie, returned to St. Peters-
